SAIGON (A P)- A total o< 312 
Americans were killed in action 
in Vietnam last week, an In* 
crease of 18 per cent over the 
week before, and the U.S.Com­ 
mand confirmed today that the 
Vietnam war is now the fourth 
costliest in American history. 
The toll announced for last 
week raised to 33,G41 the num­ 
ber of Americans killed in ac­ 
tion in eight years and three 
months of fighting in Vietnam. 
This is 12 more than the 33,629 
American combat deaths during 
the three-year Korean war. 
In only three other wars have 
American 
battlefield deaths 
been 
higher than Vietnam — 
292,131 in World War II; 140,- 
414 Union troops 
and 74,524 
Confederates in the Civil War; 
and 53,513 in World War 1. 
U. S. headquarters also re ­ 
ported that 1,593 Americans 
were 
wounded in action last 
week raising the total number 
of American wounded in the war 
to 210,639. 
The total American casualties 
in Vietnam — 244,280 — are 
fast approaching those of World 
War I, when 53,513 Americans 
were killed in action and 204,- 
002 wounded, or a total of 257,- 
515. If the present rate contin­ 
ues, the killed and wounded in 
Vietnam 
will surpass 
total 
American casualties in World 
War I by early June although 
the total number of dead will be 
considerably less than the 1918 
total.

U. S. headquarters said allied 


forces killed 4,314 North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
last week.

The 312 Americans killed in 
action last week was 46 more 
than the number the week be­ 
fore and the second lowest toll 
in the first five weeks of the 
Viet Cong’s 
spring offensive. 
The offensive, now in its 40th 
day, took the lives of 1,718 


Americans in the first 35 days, 
an average of 49 every 24 
hours. Another 
8,743 U. S. 
troops were wounded in that 
period. 


U. S. officers say the goal of 
the enemy offense is to inflict 
so many American casualties 


that public opinion in the United 
States will force the Nixon ad­ 
ministration to grant conces­ 
sions at the peace negotiations 
in Paris. 
Laird Reports Private 
Talks Are Going O n 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec re. 
tary of Defense MelvinR. Laird 
said today that private talks on 
Vietnam are going forward and 
have shown “ some sign of pro­ 
gress." 
Laird's statement, in a CBS 
morning show interview, left un­ 
certain whether he was refer­ 
ring to substantive secret dis­ 
cussions with enemy negotia­ 
tors on a peace settlement or 
to preliminary contacts look­ 
ing toward such talks in the fu­ 
ture. 
However, the secretary's re­ 
marks appeared to be the flat­ 
test assertion yet by a Nixon ad­

Laird said “ outside talks are 
going forward" but “we are not 
going to get into the position 
where we talk about individual 
private talks that may be car­ 
ried forward."

Abilene Lies Tranquil

ABILENE, Kan. (A P)- The 
little town of Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower’s boyhood and burial is 
still. 
The body of its greatest son 
lies at peace in the tranquil 
little chapel near the home 
where he grew up. 
A spray of yellow gladiolas 
lies on the marble slab cover­ 
ing the vault where the body 
rests in its plain, GI coffin. 
They were left by Mamie in 
final, tender 
tribute to the 53 
years she had been his wife. 
Desolate, the widow, who had 
carried herself with grace and 
dignity through five wrenching 
days of national tribute, weari­ 
ly retraced today the route of 
the funeral train back to the 
East. 
This time, there was no flag- 
draped coffin to accompany her 
in a nearby baggage car. Her 
companions 
were 
f a mi l y, 
friends, 
a 
few military offi­ 
cers, and the Secret Service 


bodyguard that was an echo of 
her eight years as First Lady 
to the 34th President of the 
United States. 
At the chapel 
on Buckeye 
Street, near the entrance to the 
Eisenhower Center where there 
used to be only a cornfield, no 
impressive 
crowds swarmed 
after Wednesday’s funeral to 
see the general’s tomb. 


Less than an hour after the 
tearful widow had left the bur­ 
ial 
service, the 
Stars and 
Stripes folded and crunched to 
her bosom, laughing children 
were 
romping 
in the play­ 
ground outside the little Lincoln 
grammar school a few yards 
away. 


By the 
Army’s 
estimate, 
100,000 persons overflowed the 
town of 8,000 for the final trib ­ 
ute. A massive exodus took 
place before nightfall. 
Two guards from the General 
Services Administration, which 
runs the Eisenhower complex, 


had replaced the scores of trim 
soldiers who had formed a cor­ 
don around the grounds a few 
hours earlier. 
One estimated that perhaps 
2,000 had entered the “ Place 
of Meditation” by the time its 
doors were locked in the chil­ 
ly, early spring twilight. 
By then, only a dozen persons 
stood before the chapel, talking 
quietly, taking pictures around 
the circular fountain. 
Those who entered the chapel 
stepped to a low metal grating 
and gazed down into a sunken 
area ornamented with a quietly 
flowing fountain. 
On the left, set into the floor 
was the marble slab — as yet 
uninscribed — covering 
the 
tomb. Near its foot was the 
bronze plaque marking the bur­ 
ial place of Doud Dwight Eisen­ 
hower, who died of scarlet fev­ 
er in childhood long ago. 
Mamie Eisenhower paid a fi­ 
nal visit before boarding the 
special train.

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Reasons For Grouping Children In Schools Are Explained

Many people ask, when dis- 
cussing schools, "Why group? 
What does grouping actually 
mean, and how do the teachers 
decide what children to put in 
which groups?*' These are fair 
questions and ones that should 
be answered if you expect to 
have an understanding of mod- 
ern school practices. 
The 
reason 
for grouping 


of some kind can perhaps best 


be understood if you visualize 
a group of 25 adults gathered 
in a room about the size of a 
classroom and try to accom- 
plish a variety of things. In 
order for any real progress to 
be made, it is necessary for the 
group to divide into several 
smaller groups so that each can 
concentrate on its own job. 
Since most elementary school 
classes are larger than 25 these 
days (in Red Bluff there are 
some classes of 39 students), 
it's not hard to see that group- 
ing of some kind is essential 
if progress is to be made.

ices. The lack of explicit and 
reliable data on students (data, 
for instance, on intelligence,

Furthermore, the un- 
even growth patterns of indivi- 
dual children, and the uneven 
social and academic profiles of 
most children tend to compli- 
cate grouping problems. It may 
not be commonly understood 
that 
many children 
vary in 


achievement by as much as a 
year from one subject area to 
another. 
Besides the problems involv- 
ing the children themselves are 
the problems involving staff and 
curriculum. The 
philosophy, 


experience, and competence of 
teachers 
within a school may 


differ to such a degree as to 
make any arbitrary or uniform 
grouping policy difficult, if not 
impossible. 
However, 
there 
are some 


factors which may have either 
a negative or a positive ef- 
fect on grouping. One of these 
is the nature of the curriculum 
itself. Another is the teaching 
materials 
and aids, such as 


adopted textbooks and policies 
governing their use. Also, the 
size of the school bears, at 
least indirectly, on grouping 


practices. For instance, some 
plans require an enrollment of 
500 students or more, while oth- 
ers necessitate a much smaller 
enrollment. 


Having discussed a few of the 


problems involved in grouping, 
let's review some of the types 
of grouping in use in elemen- 
tary schools today. In the Uni- 
ted States, elementary schools 
have used a large variety of 
grouping plans over the past 
century. One source outlines 
32 distinct plans. Other sources 
name even more. For our pur- 
poses, however, we will consid- 
er only ten. 
Hetrogeneous 
Grouping 
is 


sometimes called chronological 
age grouping, or grade group- 
ing. This is essentially the ab- 
sence of a structured grouping 
plan. For example, children en- 
ter kindergarten at age five and 
are taught by the teacher to 
whom they are assigned, re- 
gardless of the children's in- 
telligence, achievement or ma- 
turity. Most classes in the pri- 
mary and intermediate grades 
in Red Bluff are grouped in this 
way. 


However, many teachers make 
use of various schemes for 
grouping of children within the 
classroom itself and this is 
called Intra Classroom Group- 
ing. These 
intra 
classroom 


groups 
are 
usually 
ability 


groups designed to permit the 
teacher to work, with children 
of roughly comparable ability. 


A Split Grade, or hyphenated 
group, is one enrolling children 
from two and sometimes three 
grade levels. One such class 
consisting of two grade lev- 
els exists in Red Bluff at the 
present time. 


A type of grouping used some - 
times in the upper elementary 
grades is Departmental Group- 
ing. Under this system students 
move from one classroom to 
another for instruction in the 
various subject fields taught by 
different teachers. A form of 
departmental grouping is used 
in the upper grades in Red Bluff. 
Intra-subject-field grouping is 
akin to Departmental Grouping, 
but much more flexible. In this 
type of grouping, a student is 
placed according to his ability 
in a particular subject or field 
of study. Thus, he may be in an 
advanced 
math group and in a 


middle group in English. This 
type of grouping requires a 
large 
staff and is not in use 


at present in Red Bluff. 
Also in practice in Red Bluff 
is a form of Extra-curricular 
Activity Grouping. The purpose 
of this type of grouping is to 
make it possible for students 
involved in the same activities 


to work or practice together 
during specific hours every 
week, some of these activities 
might be, for instance, music, 
sports, arts and crafts, ordra- 
ma. 
"Opportunity Room"Grouping 
is designed for children with 
very special learning problems. 
The slow learner, the mentally 
handicapped, and children with 
emotional difficulties 
find 
It 


difficult to function in the av- 
erage classroom. These chil- 
dren all need to be ir> small 
groups, where there is a low 
pupil-teacher ratio. Children 
who are educable 
mentally 


handicapped are, in most 
schools, placed in special un- 
graded groups. In some schools, 
the 
emotionally handicapped 


child is also placed in a very 
small, ungraded group so that 
he may have a great deal of 
teacher attention. 


There are many more methods 


of grouping being practiced in 
the nation's schools today, and 
some of them have come into 
favor just recently. One of these 
is Homogeneous Grouping. This 
type, which is the opposite of 
Heterogeneous Grouping, pla- 
ces all students that are alike 
in some way in the same class- 
room. The usual basis for this 
type of grouping is either in- 
telligence or achievement. For 


example, those students within 
a particular I. Q. range might 
be grouped together, or perhaps 
students all showing a similar 
scholastic achievement. 


Developmental Grouping is a 


name given to a variety of ap- 
proaches, but primarily it re- 
fers to the grouping of students 
according to physical and social 
maturity. This is a type of 
homogeneous grouping, but is 
based on maturity rather than 
intelligence or achievement. 
Closely allied to developmen- 
tal grouping is the placing of 
a child according to his "per- 
ceptual development."The con- 
cern is for his visual-motor 
ability, which may have grown 
at varying rates or even omit- 
ted an important phase. Among 
other needs, body image and 
knowledge of right from left 
must be established as an inner 
feeling before the child can 
transfer his awareness to less 
tangible aspects, such as the 
shape and direction of words. 
Special 
training is often nec- 


essary because the child cannot 
achieve this training on his own. 


And now we come to Ungraded, 
or non-graded grouping. In this 
type of grouping, the grade 
labels are discarded. A child 
may progress 
through two, 


three, or even six "grades" 
at his own rate. Subject areas 


are usually subdivided Into a 
particular skill sequence and 
the child acquires these skills 
at his own speed. The teach- 
ers 
employing 
non-graded 


grouping often work as teams, 
each teacher working with small 
groups of students, and some- 
times with very large groups. 
The groups are flexible, and are 
based on a variety of things, 
such as ability, interest, ach- 
ievement, etc. The primary goal 
of non-graded grouping is the 
development of the individual 
at his own rate without the stig- 
ma of failure caused by reten- 
tion. 
Grouping 
in the schools is 


one of the subjects being care- 
fully studied by the Curricu- 
lum Study Group of the Red 
Bluff Elementary School Dis- 
trict. In order to go into more 
detail on the subject of non- 
graded grouping, our next arti- 
cle will deal solely with this 
subject, and will be followed 
by an article on team teaching, 
and other forms of cooperative 
teaching.

Under this system students 
move from one classroom to 
another for Instruction In the 
various subject fields taught by 
different teachers.

In th is 
type of grouping, a student Is 
placed according to his ability 
tn a particu lar subject or field 
of study. Thus, he may be In an 
advanced 
math group and In a 
m iddle group In English. T h is 
type of grouping re q u ite s a 
larg e 
staff and Is not tn u se 
at present In Red Bluff. 
Also In practice In Red Bluff 
Is a form of E x tra -c u rric u la r 
Activity Grouping. The purpose 
of this type of grouping Is to 
make It possible for students 
involved In the sam e ac tiv itie s 


to work or practice together 
during 
ttpeclflc 
hours every 
week. Some of theee activities 
might lie, for Instance, m usic, 
sports, a rts and crafts, o r d ra ­ 
m s, 
"Opportunity Room "G rouping 
is designed for children with 
very special learning problem s. 
The slow learner, the m entally 
handicapped, and children with 
emotional difficulties 
find It 
difficult to funrtton In the av­ 
erage classroom . T hese chil­ 
dren all need to he tn sm all 
groups, where there Is i low 
puptl-teacher 
ratio. Chtklren 
who are educahle 
m entally 
handicapped 
are, 
in 
most 
schools, placed In special un­ 
graded groups. In som e schools, 
the 
emotionally 
handicapped 
child is also placed in a very 
sm all, ungraded group so that 
he may have a great deal of 
teacher attention. 
There are many m ore methods 
of grouping being practiced In 
the nation’s schools today, and 
some of them have com e into 
favor Just recently. One of these 
Is Homogeneous G rouping.This 
type, which Is the opposite of 
Heterogeneous 
Grouping, p la­ 
ces all students that a re alike 
In some way in the sam e c la ss­ 
room. The usual basis for this 
type of grouping is either In­ 
telligence or achievem ent. F or 


exam ple, those students within 
a p articu lar I. Q. range might 
be grouped together, or perhaps 
students all showing asim ilar 
scholastic achievem ent. 
Developmental Grouping la a 
nam e given to a variety of ap ­ 
proaches, but prim arily It r e ­ 
fe rs to the grouping of students 
according to physical and social 
m aturity. This fta a typs uf 
homogeneous grouping, but is 
based on m aturity rather than 
intelligence or achievem ent. 
C losely allied to developm en- 
m L grouping is the placing of 
a child according to his " p e r ­ 
ceptual developm ent." The con­ 
cern is for his visual-m otor 
ability, which may have grown 
a t varying rate s or even om it­ 
ted an im portant phase. Among 
other needs, body Image and 
knowledge of right from left 
m ust be established as an inner 
feeling before the child can 
tra n sfe r hts aw areness to le ss 
tangible aspects, such as the 
shape and direction of w ords. 
Special 
training Is often nec­ 
e s s a ry because the child cannot 
achieve this training on his own. 
And now we come to Ungraded, 
o r non-graded grouping. In this 
type of grouping, the grade 
lab els 
are discarded. A child 
m ay 
progress 
through 
two, 
th re e , or even six ‘«grades" 
at his own rate. Subject areas 


are u*utlly subdivided into a 
particular skill sequence and 
the child acquires these sk ills 
•t hts own speed. The te ac h ­ 
e rs 
em ploying 
non-graded 
grouping often work as team s, 
each teacher working with sm all 
groups of students, and so m e­ 
tim es wtth very large groups. 
The groups s re flexible, and are 
based on a variety of things, 
such as ability, Interest, ach - 
isvement, etc. The prim ary goal 
of ¡u/i-graded grouping i* the 
development of the individual 
at his own ra te without the stig ­ 
ma of failure caused by re te n ­ 
tion.

the schools is 
one of the subjects being c a re ­ 
fully studied by the C u rricu ­ 
lum Study Group of the Red 
Bluff Elem entary School D is­ 
tric t. In o rd e r to go Into m ore

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Calls For Horse Sense 


F rom time to time employer groups — and once In a while 
some employes, too — argue against a pay increase on the 
ground that it will throw a lot of people out of work. It Is 
brough up most often in connection with minimum wage laws, 
and particularly minimum wage laws for women and children. 


In an agricultural area such as Tehama County it is pointed 
out, convincingly, that whereas a farmer can hire workers 
to pick prunes at a low enough wage he will turn to mechanical 
pickers if the wage goes high enough. And the result of that is 
that the families which complained that the wages were too low 
will get no wages at all. 


The sad part of that argument is that it is often true. But it 


doesn't mean that we should jump to a conclusion that lower 
wages always mean more employment and higher wages mean 
unemployment. It doesn't mean, either, that labor savlngdevices 
will see fewer people working and sharing in the benefits 
of greater industrial development for all time forward. It 
doesn't mean that we must return to the hand reaper to keep 
large segments of the population from starving to death. It 
just means that we must use some horse sense. 


We shouldn't change things too fast. We shouldn't make 
drastic minimum wage law changes or take any other action 
that will force large numbers of people out of work at once. 
But we must see that in one way or another people are not 
forced to work for wages so low that they cannot buy the bene- 
ficial things our economy can produce. 


Some New Guidelines 


By NATIONAL FEDERATION OF INDEPENDENT BUSINESS 


New Federal Trade Commission guidelines for cooperative 


advertising and promotional allowances are scheduled to go into 
effect May 1. 


The trade commission action incorporates the principle of 


two amendments to the Robinson-Patman Act before the Congress 
by Representative Wright Patman of Texas, which are heavily 
supported in national polls conducted by the National Federation 
of Independent Business. 


One of these amendments makes it mandatory for any manu- 


facturer or packer offering such allowances to make all who sell 
its products aware of the offer. The other spells out that any buyer 
who knowingly seeks concessions from a supplier not available to 
a competitor is in violation of the Robinson-Patman Act. 


Federation researchers believe that these guidelines will go 


a long way toward correcting the marketing abuses that have not 
only discriminated against the smaller retailer, but also added 
costs to the consumer. 


Since 1890 there has been constant revision of the antitrust 


laws to meet changing conditions. Prior to 1936 preferential dis- 
counts and prices to large buyers were found to be competitively 
detrimental to smaller competitors. 


In order to chink up this hole, the Robinson-Patman Act was 


passed to provide that all distributors must be treated alike on a 
proportionate basis. 


Largely since World War n, the practice of circumventing 


this restriction through the guise of cooperative advertising and 
promotional allowances has been quite common. While in issuing 
the guidelines on this subject the Federal Trade Commission has 
not written any new law, it has laid down the procedures that must 
be followed to establish a good faith defense in any action brought 
under the Robinson-Patman Act.

CASE RECALLS FAMOUS DIX- 
ON-YATES AND HANNA CON- 
FLICTS; DIPLOMATS FUME 
OVER SNAFUS AT IKE'S FU- 
NERAL 


WASHINGTON — The Justice 
Department's withdrawal ofthe 
El Paso Natural Gas antitrust 
appeal on Jan. 26, six days af- 
ter two of El Paso's lawyers, 
Richard Nixon and John Mit- 
chell, assumed high position in 
the United States government, 
bears certain similarities to 
two famous cases in the Eisen- 
hower 
administration. They 


were; 


1. Dixon-Yates, which invol- 


ved a conflict of interest on the 
part of a lawyer working inside 
the government for the private 
hydro-electric power combine. 


2. The 
nickel contract ne- 


gotiated by the M. A. Hanna 
Company, four days before the 
head of the Hanna Company, 
George M. Humphrey, became 
Elsenhower's Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


In the latter, Jess Larson, an 
outgoing official of the Tru- 
man 
administration, signed a 


contract on Jan. 16, with Gil- 
bert Humphrey, son of the new 
Secretary of the T r e a s u r y , 
whereby the Hanna Company re- 
ceived an amazing contract giv- 
ing it an 85 per cent write-off 
on $22 million and a guar- 
anteed profit of around $19 
million. 


In the recent El Paso case, 
Erwin Griswold, Johnson-ap- 
pointed Solicitor General, dis- 
missed, on Jan. 17, a govern- 
ment appeal in an eleven-year- 
old antitrust suit which had 
been before the Supreme Court 
three times. During six of these 
years the firm of Nixon, Mudge, 
Rose, Guthrle, Alexander and 
Mitchell had been attorneys for 
El Paso, and in that period 
collected $771,129.93 in fees. 
John Alexander, a partner in 
the firm, had testified as a 
witness at the last court hearing 
in Denver. John Mitchell, an- 
other partner, is now Attorney 
General of the United States. 
Richard Nixon, senior partner, 
is now President of the United 
States. 
Solicitor 
General Griswold 


now says that on Jan. 17 the de- 
cision "not to docket the appeal 
. . . was made by me because 
the regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. . r allocate to 
the Solicitor General the func- 
tion of deciding whether appeals 
shall be taken or perfected." 


SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES 
There is some suspicious cir- 
cumstantial evidence contra- 
dicting this — namely, the fact 
that the notification letters to 
attorneys were not sent until 
Jan. 23, the actual dismissal 
was not made until Jan. 26, and 
Prof. John Flynn of the Univer- 
sity of Utah has stated that he 
conferred with Griswold on Jan. 
21, when the case was very much 
alive. All this was after Jan. 
20, when Nixon became Presi- 
dent. 


Leaving these aside, however, 
Griswold knew that the case 
was so important that it should 
not be dismissed without con- 
sultation with the new man who 
was running the Justice Depart- 
ment, John Mitchell. And Mitch- 
ell must have known, as a part- 
ner of the firm representing 
El Paso, that the case was one 
of the most important in recent 
antitrust history. 
In fact, Mitchell's new anti- 
trust 
chief, Assistant Attor- 


ney General Richard McClaren, 
has now cited the El Paso 
case as the precedent for his 
antitrust suits against conglo- 
merates. 
As a result, the case recalls 
the occasion when John Foster 
Dulles, designate-Secretary of 
State for Eisenhower, told his 
sister Ellen that if she could 
get a job In the State Depart- 


ment in the last days of the 
Truman 
administration, he 


could continue her in that posi- 
tion, though he could not appoint 
her after Jan. 20. She got the 
job, 
and the Trumanite who 


gave it to her, James Riddle- 
berger, was then rewarded with 
the ambassadorship to Austria. 


It will be interesting to see 


whether Solicitor General Gris- 
wold 
is now appointed to the 


next vacancy on the Supreme 
Court. 


IKE'S GOOD SENSE 


In the Dixon-Yates matter, an 


attorney for the private power 
group, Adolphe Wenzell, was 


found working inside the Budget 
Bureau on behalf of the power 
and 
banking interests which 


wanted to establish a private 
competitor for the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 


One important difference be- 


tween the El Paso case and 
Dixon-Yates is that no giants 
are left in the Senate, such as 
the late Estes Kefauver ofTen- 
nessee, Lister Hill of Alabama, 
or Wayne Morse of Oregon, 
to investigate the suspicious 
circumstances surrounding the 
El 
Paso 
dismissal. 
After 


months of tireless probing, they 
finally ripped the Dixon-Yates 
conflict of interest apart.

Democratic Party in 1972 be- 
tween the new and the old guard 
(Bobby vs. Humphrey) and in the 
GOP ditto (Lindsay vs. Nixon), 
with the Democratic victory go- 
ing, preferably, to the old guard, 
and the Republican victory to the 
New Guard.

F rom tima to time amployur groups — and once tn a whila 
som o employes, too — argue against a pay Increase on the 
ground that It 
will throw A 111 of people out of work. It Is 
trough up most often In connection with minimum wage laws, 
and particularly minimum wage laws for women and children. 


In an agricultural area such as Tehama County It Is pointed 
out, convincingly, that whereas a farm er can hire workers 
to pick pru ies at a low enougn wage he will turn to mechanical 
p ick ers If the wage goes high enough.

Some N e w Guidelines

New Federal Trade Commission guidelines for cooperative 
advertising and promotional allowances are scheduled to go Into 
effect May 1. 


The trade commission action incorporates the principle of 
two amendments to the Robinson-Palm an Act before the Congress 
by Representative Wright Patman of Texas, which are heavily 
supported in national polls conducted by the National Federation 
of Independent Business. 


One of these amendments makes it mandatory for any manu­ 
facturer or packer offering such allowances to make all who sell 
its products aware of the offer. The other spells out that any buyer 
who knowingly seeks concessions from a supplier not available to 
a competitor Is in violation of the Robinson-Patman Act. 


Federation research ers believe that these guidelines will go 
a long way toward correcting the marketing abuses that have not 
only discrim inated against the sm aller retailer, but also added 
costs to the consumer. 


Since 1890 there has been constant revision of the antitrust 
laws to meet changing conditions. P rior to 1936 preferential d is­ 
counts and prices to large buyers were found to be competitively 
detrim ental to sm aller com petitors. 


In order to chink up this hole, the Robinson-Patman Act was 
passed to provide that all distributors must be treated alike on a 
proportionate basis. 


Largely since World War n , the practice of circumventing 
this restriction through the guise of cooperative advertising and 
promotional allowances has been quite common. While in issuing 
the guidelines on this subject the Federal Trade Commission has 
not written any new law, it has laid down the procedures that must 
be followed to establish a good faith defense in any action brought 
under the Robinson-Patm an Act.

"The purpose of this change,*'

Esposito, Bruins 
Give Toronto Plenty 
Of Fists And Goals

Explosive Phil Esposito and 
the rest of the short-fuse Boston 
Bruins gave Toronto a dose of 
their speciality—plenty of fists 
and plenty of goals.

The commission was asked 
yesterday at its meeting to 
schedule hearings on the three 
hunts. 
The Shasta Elk Hunt porposal 
Is for 100 permits, 65 for 
antlered animals and 35 for an­ 
tler less. The herd consists of 
about 1,000 Rocky Mountain Elk 
which were transplanted to the 
area from Yellowstone National 
Park In 1916. The herd is scat­ 
tered in steep, rugged country 
with mixed timlrer and brush, 
and DFG wildlife managers said 
hunter success will be low but 
"would be a real test of a 
hunter's skill." The hunt would 
be held November 8-30. 
The proposed tule elk hunt 
In the Owens Valley would be 
divided Into three periods in 
October, and conducted by zon­ 
es. The August 1969 census of 
the transplanted elk herds in the 
Owens Valley showed 335 ani­ 
mals. The commission's policy 
Is to maintain the herd at be­ 
tween 250 and 300 animals to 
keep the herd healthy and with­ 
in the capacity of range to 
feed it. 
This year's antelope census 
showed 2,875 pronghorns, up 10 
percent from a year ago. This 
year’s hunt would be for 315 
surplus buck antelope. Hunts 
have been held In each of the 
past five years, with a total 
of 847 antelope taken by 1,255 
hunters, for a 67 percent suc­ 
cess ratio. This year's hunt is 
proposed for August 23-Sep­ 
tember 1.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - On 
the third page of the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants' 1969 guide there is 
an Interesting set of statistics- 
the composite National League 
standings for 1958-1968, the 11 
seasons the Giants have been 
playing in San Francisco. 
The Giants are in first place 
24 1/2 games ahead of second- 
place Los Angeles, 33 games 
ahead of third-place St. Louis, 
and so on. But, as the long-suf­ 
fering Giant fan will quickly 
point out, the Giants only won 
the pennant in one of those 
years, 1962. 
"They seem to have second- 
place fever," says the now-de­ 
parted Ollie Brown and, indeed, 


the Giants have finished second 
the last four years —good en­ 
ough for Avis, perhaps, but 
not for owner Horace Stoneham, 
who 
did not resist Herman 
Franks’ departure as manager 
and hired Clyde King in his 
place. 
King is convinced the Giants 
can do better than second this 
year —Ignoring observers who 
wickedly suggest that the re­ 
moval of the St. Louis Cardinals 
to the National League's East­ 
ern Division should help -and is 
not above tampering with cher­ 
ished Giant institutions to ac­ 
complish it. 
Willie Mays, for instance, will, 
in all likelihood, be leading 
off this year, a big change fora 


man who is th. second leading 
home run hitter of all time. 
The 
idea is to get Willie 
aboard, take advantage of his 
savvy on the bases, get a run or 
two in the first inning and let 
the other guys play catch-up for 
a change. 
Joining Mays in the outfield 
are Jim Ray Hart and Bobby 
Bonds, both long-ballhitters. At 
first base is Willie McCovey, 
the league’s home run and runs 
batted in champ of 1968 and the 
big man in the Giants’ power 
attack. 
Ron Hunt is at second base 


again and Hal Lanier is the 
shortstop, but third base was as 
much a question mark as spring 
training drew to a close as when 
it opened.

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National Forest Production Boost 55E2? Inflation Presents Dilemma 
Called For By Timber Industry 


Wild Mustangs 
from Poachers

WASHINGTON CAP) — For- 
est industry spokesmen today 
urged budget increases of $32.2 
million for the U. S. Forest 
Service to increase timber pro- 
duction from national forests 
in the face of rising prices. 
They told the Senate appropri- 
ations subcommittee on Interior 
Department funds that increas- 
ing the agency's budget to $392 
million would be off set by added 
returns to the Treasury from 
increased federal timber sales. 
James Bronson of Yaklma, 


Wash., president of the National 
Forest Products Association 
and a director of the Boise- 
Cascade Corp., urged an addi- 
tional $25 million for construc- 
tion of roads and trails in 
national forests. This, he said, 
would permit the harvest of half 
the 10 billion board feet of tim- 


ber lost annually through mor- 
tality. 
Robert R. Edgar, vice presi- 
dent of Bowaters U.S. Corp., 
Calhoun, Tenn., called for an 
Increase of $6 million in the 
federal share of funds for co- 
operative fire control and pre- 
vention. He said the federal 
governmsnt has never appro- 
priated enough money to match 
the state pro gram at the author- 
ized 50-50 level. 


Edgar testified for the Forest 


Industries Council, a coordinat- 
ing committee representing the 
American Forest Institute, the 
American Paper Institute, the 
American Pulpwood Associa- 
tion and the National Forest 
Products Association. 
Dean I. Hackett, general man- 
ager of Mt. Adams Veneer Co., 
Randle, Wash., said competition 
for available federal timber has 
Increased the price from an av- 
erage of $42 a thousand board 


feet to more than $150 in some 
recent sales. Last week, he 
said, 22 plywood mills were 
closed or ware operating at 
reduced schedules "due largely 


to the excessive costs for ve- 
neer and logs."
